warned  by  God,  in  a  dream,  returned  to 
their  City  another  way. 

Meantime  the  tyrant  Herod  was  waiting 
for  their  return,  an  angel  appeared  to  Joseph., 
saying,  ''  Arise,  and  take  the  young  child 
**  and  his  mother,  and  go  thou  into  Egypt, 
**  for  Herod  seeketh  to  kill  him."  Joseph 
accordingly  arose,  and  did  as  the  angel 
commanded  him  that  very  night.

King  Herod  being  enraged  to  think  that  he 
could  not  destroy  him,  ordered  that  all  the 
Infants  under  two  years  old,  should  be  slain! 
for  which  inhuman  barbarity  God  smote  Win

with  an  incurable  disease,  and  he  expired  in 
great  agony. 

After  the  death  of  Herod,  the  Lord  sent  an 
Angel  unto  Joseph,  to  bid  him  return  to  the 
land  of  Israel,  which  he  immediately  obeyed, 
and  dwelt  in  Nazareth. 

After  these  things,  Jesus  was  baptized  in 


the  wilderness  by  John,  when  the  heavens 
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opened,  and  a  voice  said,  '^  This  is  my  be- 
Joved  Son,  in  wiioni  I  am  well  pleased." 

Although  Jesus  was  so  great  and  glorious  a 
person,  he  was  a  pattern  of  humility  and  con- 
descension.    Far  from  seeking  the  society  of

the  rich  and  noble,  he  loved  to  converse  with 
the  aged  and  miserable  ;  not  only  would  he 
converse  with  the  venerable,  for  he  did  not 
disclaim  even  little  childreUo  Some  pious 
parents  once  brought  their  infants,  whom  he 
took  in  his  arms,  and  blessed  them. 

But  among  other  acts,  whicli  no  other  than 
Divine  love  and  power  could  accomplish, 
were,  I.  l^e  turned  water  into  wine  at  the 
marriage  in  Cana.  2.  The  miraculous  draught 
of  Fishes  in  the  Sea  of  Gallilee.  3.  His  cur- 
ing Peter's  wife's  mother  of  a  fever,  by  touch- 
ing her  hand.     4.  His  casting  out  evil  spiritf 
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with  his  word ,  and  healing^  those  that  were  sick 
at  Capernaum.  5.  His  healing  all  manner  of 
sickness,  diseases,  and  torments,  and  those 
which  were  possessed  of  devils,  and  all  those 
that  were  lunatic,  or  had  the  palsy,  through- 
out all  Gallilee.  6.  His  curing  a  leper  at  the 
same  place  with  his  hand.  7.  His  healing  a 
paralytic  at  Capernaum.  8.  His  healing  a 
man  with  a  withered  hand  on  the  Sabbiith-day 
9.  His  healing  of  a  leper,  by  only  touching 
him  with  his  hand.  10.  His  curing  the  Cen- 
turion's servant  at  Capernaum,  of  a  dropsy, 
by  his  word  only,  without  seeing  him.  1  1. 
His  raising  to  life  the  widow's  son  of  Nairn. 
12.  His  driving  a  legion  of  devils  out  of  a 
iTian,  at  Gargasenes.  1  3.  A  woman  who  had 
an  issue  of  blood  twelve  years,  was  healed  by 
touching  his  garment.  14.  He  restored  the 
daughter  of  Jairus,  the  ruler  of  the  s3magogue, 
to  life.     15.  He  r€^stored  two  blind  men  to 
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ight,  by  touching  their  eyes.  1 6.  He  drives 
a  dumb  spirit  out  of  a  man  at  Capernaum. 
17.  He  feeds  five  thousand  people  with  two 
loaves  and  two  fishes.  18.  He  walks  upon 
the  sea,  when  his  apostles  thinking  it  was  a 
spirit  were  afraid,  and  to  convince  them,  he 
called  Peter  to  him,  who  came  to  him,  and 


aji  he  was  walking  he  began  to  sink,  but  Jesus

Cawght  hold  of  him,  when  a  tempest  arose, 
but  on  his  coming  into  the  ship,  it  immedi 


ately  ceased  at  his  command.  19.  He  cast  a 
devil  out  of  a  woman  of  Canaan.  20.  He  cured 
one  who  was  deaf  and  dumb  at  Galilee.  21. 
He  healed  an  impotent  man  at  the  pool  of 


Bethsada,  who  had  an  infirmity  thirty-eight

years.  22.  He  raises  Lazarus  from  the  dead, 
23.  He  heals  a  blind  man  at  Bethsada.  Be- 
sides a  great  number  of  other  miracles,  which 
are  recorded  by  the  EvangeHsts. 

Jesus  intending  to  go  to  Jerusalem,  sent 
his  disciples  to  fetch  a  young  colt,  on  which 
he  condescended  to  ride  towards  the  city  ; 
and  a  great  multitude  being  assembled  to  see 
him,  they  were  so  impressed  with  wonder 
and  gratitude  for  the  compassionate  works 
he  had  done  among  them,  that  they  strewed 


palm  branches  in  his  way,  crying,  *'  Ho- 
sanna  to  the  Son  of  David,  blessed  is  he  that 
Cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord." 

The  time  of  the  passover  being  come,  Jesus 
sent  two  of  his  disciples  to  make  ready,  which 
being  done,  he  sat  down  with  them  to  eat  the 
passover.  And  while  they  were  eating,  Jesus 
took  bread  and  blessed  it,  and  brake  it^  and 
gave  it  to  his  disciples,  saying,  ^'  Take,  eat; 


^^ 
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this  IS  my  body,  which  is  broken  for  you 
this  do  in  remembrance  of  me/'  And  he  also 
took  the  cup,  and  gave  thanks,  and  gave  it  to 
them  saying.,  "  Dnnk  ye  alj  of  it;  for  this  is 
my  bJood  of  the  New  Testament,  which  is 
shed  for  many  for  the  remission  of  sins."  At 
same  time  he  gave  his  disciples  a  pattern 


of  humility,  by  washing  their  feet  and  wiping 
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them  with  a  towel  wherewith  he  was  girded, 
as  a  pattern  to  all  who  should  call  themselves 
Christians.  At  this  Supper  he  foretold  his 
Disciples  that  Judas  should  betray  him ;  at 
which  they  were  exceeding  sorrowful.  But 
so  it  happened,  for  on  going  to  Mount  Olivet, 
and  while  yet  praying  to  his  heavenly  Father 
that  the  Cup  of  Misery  might  pass  from  him, 
and  enduring  such  agonies  for  the  sake  of  his 
people,  that  he  sweat  great  drops  of  Blood, 
Judas,  the  apostate  Judas,  came  up  to  him 
with  a  great  multitude,  and  cried  '^  Hail, 


Master,"  and  kissed  him. — Upon  this,  Jesus 
surrendered  himself  into  their  hands,  who 
bound  him,  and  took  him  before  the  Pha- 
risees and  High  Priests,  who  were  assembled 
together  to  form  his  accusation,  and  subborn 
alse  witnesses  against  him. 
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The  next  morning,  after  Jesus  was  ex- 
amined by  Caiaphas.  the  Jews  led  him  to 
Pontius  Pilate,  and  accused  him  of  perverting 
the  nation,  of  calling^  himself  a  king,  and  of 
forbidding  to  pay  tribute  to  Csesar.  But 
Pilate  finding  no  fault  in  him,  did  all  he  could 
to  save  him  from  the  malice  of  the  Jews ;  and 
it  being  a  custom  to  release  a  malefactor  on 
occasion  of  their  great  feast,  he  proposed  to 
chastise  him  and  let  him  go ;  but  they  cried 
out,  Crucify  him  !  Crucify  him  !  Where- 
upon Pilate  seeing  he  could  not  prevail,  took 
water  and  washed  his  hands,  saying,  ''  I  am 
clear  of  the  blood  of  this  innocent  man,  see 
ye  to  it,"  upon  which  the  Jews  cried  out, 
'*  His  Blood  be  upon  us  and  on  our  Children.^^ 
Then  Pilate  delivered  him  to  the  Jews  to  be 
crucified. 


Then  the  soldiers  cruelly  scourged   him 
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with  rods,  put  a  robe  oa  hini,  and  a  crown  of 


thorns  upon  his  head,  mocked  him,  spit  on 
him,  smote  him,  and  after  offering  him  other 
indignities,  carried  him  to  a  place  called 
Golgotha,  where  they  crucified  him  between 


two  thieves,   in   the  sight  of  his  mother, 
Mary  Majj-dalene,  &c. 
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When  three  clays  and   three  nights  had 


elapsed,  our  Saviour  arose  from  the  dead, 
and  appeared  to  Mary  Magdalene,  then  to 
Peter  and  John,  then  to  the  eleven,  and  after 
that  to  above  five  hundred  brethren  at  once. 
And  having  remained  on  earth  forty  days, 


and  told  his  disciples  of  the  things  apper- 
taining to  the  kingdom  of  God^  he  assembled 
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them  on  mount  Olivet,  and  there  assured 
them  that  in  a  short  time  they  should  receive 
the  Holy  Ghost,  and  be  witnesses  to  him, 
anto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth.  Soon 
after  this,  a  cloud  received  him  out  of  their 
sight. 

The  confined  limits  of  this  little  book  will 
not  admit  a  complete  history  of  the  life, 
sufferings,  death,  burial,  resurrection,  ascen- 
sion, and  all  the  other  circumstances  attend- 
ing the  great  work  our  blessed  Saviour  came 
down  to  perform ;  he  declared  himself  to  be 
the  Son  of  God,  for  which  he  was  cruelly 
persecuted  by  the  Jews,  and  at  last  suffered  I: 
a  shameful  death,  being  crucified  between 
two  thieves  ! 

Surely  such  unheard  of  sufferings  must 
melt  our  hearts  with  the  tenderest  emotion, 
should  lead  us  to  sincere  repentance  and 
evangelical  faith  in  his  precious  blood  and 
all-sufficient  righteousness,  without  which 
we  are  well  assured  none  can  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  Heaven.

HOLY  EVANGELISTS. 


St.  MATTHEW. 


K^T.  MATTHEW  was  an  Hebrew,  the  son 
of  Alpheus,  a  Galilean,  and  of  Mary,  the 
kinswoman  of  the  Blessed  Virgin.  He  was 
born  either  at  Capernaum  or  Nazareth,  and 
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was  by  profession  a  Publican,  or  Collector 
of  the  Taxes.  Publicans  and  Sinners  were 
synonimous  terms  among  the  Jews ;  however, 
this  was  no  ineffectual  Call  of  Christ,  who 
coming  from  Capernaum,  where  he  had  cured 
a  sick  Man  of  the  Palsy,  (St.  Matthew  21. 
31.)  and  walking  by  the  Sea  of  Galilee,  he 
observed  Matthew  taking  Toll  of  those  that 
Trafficked  upon  the  Lake,  and  calling  him 
to  a  near  attendance  upon  him,  Matthew 
made  no  delay  nor  excuse  about  settling  his 
accounts,  but  immediately  rose  up  and  fol- 
lowed him. 

He  was  the  first  of  the  Evangelists  that 
ivrote  the  Gospel  and  History  of  our  Saviour, 
kt  the  entreaty  of  the  Jewish  Converts  at 
Jerusalem,  about  eight  years  after  our  Sa- 
viour's Death. 

After  his  being  elected  to  the  Apostleship, 
be  continued  among  them  till  our  Lord's 
Ascension,  and  sending  down  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  on  the  day  of  Pentecost,  and  then, 
pursuant  to  the  command  of  Christ  to  his 
Apostles,  to  ^'  Go  and  teach  all  Nations," 
he  for  about  eight  years  preached  up  an^ 
down  India,  and  travelled  from  thence  intc 
Ethiopia,  Persia,  and  Parthia,  where  he 
preached  the  Gospel  for  some  years,  and  at 
last  suffered  Martyrdom  at  Naddabar  in 
Ethiopia,  where  he  was  slain  with  a  Halbert. 


APOSTLES. 
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JSt.  mark,  though  a  Roman  by  name, 
yet  was  of  Jewish  parentage,  and  descended 
of  the  tribe  of  Levi.  It  is  generally  allowed, 
that  he  was  one  of  the  seventy  Disciples,  yet 
not  a  follower  of  our  Saviour,  but  a  latter 
Convert  by  some  of  the  Apostles ;  for  he  was 
sent  into  Egypt  by  St.  Peter,  to  plant  the 
Gospel  in  those  parts,  and  spent  his  time  at 
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Alexandria,  where  he  founded  a  Church, 
which  was  the  second  Episcopal  See;  and,  ir 
this  City  and  parts  adjacent,  he  converted 
great  Multitudes  to  the  Christian  Religion. 

His  Gospel  was  written  at  the  request  of 
the  converted  Jews  at  Rome,  where  he  dis, 
covered  much  zeal  and  ardency  in  the  pro- 
pagation of  the  Chri'Stian  Faith.  For  after  he 
had  conv^erted  multitudes  of  both  sexes  at 
Egypt  to  a  zealous  profession  of  the  Gospel, 
he  went  from  thence  Westward  to  the  regions 
of  Lybia,  and  other  barbarous  Countries  of 
Africa,  where,  by  his  preaching  and  miracles, 
he  inclmed  the  minds  of  those  Gentiles  to  em- 
brace the  Gospel  of  Christ.  He  then  returned 
to  Alexandria  to  settle  the  church,  and  pro- 
vide l^astors  for  them  ;  when  the  long  stay  he 
there  made,  with  the  great  pains  he  took,  was 
an  occasion  of  hastening  his  martyrdom :  for 
while  he  was  employed  in  divine  Worship, 
the  profane  Egyptians,  being  enraged  at  his 
aversion  to  their  Religion,  broke  into  the 
place  where  St.  Mark  was  at  his  devotions, 
and  tying  cords  to  his  feet,  dragged  him  on 
the  stones  through  the  streets  to  Prison.  The 
rage  of  the  People  not  being  satisfied,  they 
came  the  next  morning  early,  and  dragged 
him  out  in  the  same  manner,  till  his  whole 
oody  was  torn  so  dreadfully  that  he  expired. 


St.  LUKE. 


oT.  LUKE  was  born  at  Antioch,  the  cliiei 
City  of  Syria,  famous  for  being  one  of  the 
most  flourishing  Academies  of  the  World, 
replenished  with  schools  of  good  literature, 
as  also  being  the  Place  where  the  Disciples 
first  took  the  Name  of  Christians 
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He  was  not  one  of  the  twelve  Apostles 

hat  followed  our  Saviour,  but  a  convert  by 

St.  Paul ;  be  was  skilful  in  painting,  and  by 

trade  a  Physician. 

After  his  conversion  he  became  the  constant 

companion,    and    fellow-labourer,    with  St. 

Paul,  in  the  Ministry  of  the  Gospel,  whom 

he  accompanied  in  all  his  dangers,  and  in  his 

several  arraignments  at  Jerusalem,  and  in  his 

voyages  to  Rome.    And,  for  his  diligence,  St. 

Paul  calls  him  his  brother,  fellow-labourer, 

and  beloved  physician. 
I         His  writings,  which  are  contained  in  two 

books  ;  namely,  his  Gospel  and  his  history  of 
:  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  are  so  exact  and 
;  accurate,  so  polite  and  elegant,  in  a  lofty, 
!  clear,  and  conspicuous  style,  that  they  mani- 
I  fcst  how  great  a  share  he  had  in  the  native 
'  genius  of  Antioch,  his  birth-place. 
'.  When  St.  Luke  had  continued  with  St. 
;  Paul  a  long  time,  he  went  eastward  and  con- 
'    tinned  to  preach  in  Egypt,  and  several  parts 

of  Lybia ;  from  thence  to  Italy  and  Mace- 
*  donia,  and  then  away  to  Greece,  where  he 
«  ^"sonverted  a  great  number  to  the  Christian 
i  ^aith,  and  founded  several  Churches  ;  but  one 
^  lay  while  he  was  zealously  preaching,  the 
{  enraged  multitude  seized  him,  and  for  want 
^    of  a  cross,  hanged  him  on  an  olive-tree,  in 

trie  forty-eighth  yea»*  of  his  age.

St.  JOHN. 


JL  HIS  is  the  Disciple  that  Jesus  loved.  He 
was  the  youngest  of  all  the  Apostles,   and 

mrvived  the  longest,  being  a  hundred  years 
old  when  he  died.  He  was  the  most  firm 
and  stedfast  of  all  the  Disciples,  in  the  attach- 
ment to  his  Master,  not  being  ashamed  to  own 
him  when  he  was  surrounded  by  guards ;  ho 
/bllowed  him  to  the  cross :  and  before  ou 
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Lord  was  crucified,  as  a  proof  of  the  tender 
affection  he  entertained  for  his  beloved  Disci-. 
pie,  he  recommended  his  mother  to  the  pro- 
eection  of  John  ;  a  duty  he  fulfilled  by  taking 
her  to  his  own  house,  and  behaving  to  her  with 
the  most  pious  filial  affection  till  her  death. 

St.  John  propagated  the  Gospel  in  Asia, 
and  resided  some  time  at  Ephesus ;  he  also 
founded  Churches  at  Smyrna,  Pergamos, 
Thyatira,  Sardis,  Philadelphia,  Laodicea, 
and  many  other  places.  He  was  at  length 
condemned  at  Rome,  to  be  thrown  into  a 
cauldron  of  boiling  oil,  m  presence  of  all 
the  Senates;  but,  to  their  astonishment,  he 
came  out  unhurt.  This  great  mu-acie  Hav- 
ing no  effect  on  their  obdurate  hearts,  he 
was  banished  to  Patmos,  where  he  wrote  the 
lievelations. 

After  he  had  been  banished  some  time,  the 
Emperor  died,  and  he  was  vrecalled  ;  and  St 
Timothy,  the  former  Bishop,  having  sufferec 
Martyrdom  for  preaching  against  the  lewd- 
ness and  Idolatry  of  the  Heathen  Feasts,  he 
continued  there,  and  wrote  his  Gospel  on  that 
occasion. 

He  died  about  Sixty  years  after  the  death 
of  Christ,  and  was  buried  in  Ephesus,  his 
body  remaining  there  in  his  Sepulchre,  wait- 
ing for  the  Resurrection  of  the  last  Dav 
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
